Operating expenses of the “I.” roads 
have increased more rapidly than reve- 
nues, in spite of the 8 cent fare, ao 
cording to a report of the elevated 


roads made public yesterday. 


The report declares that with the 
in the “L” fare from 5 to 6 

tents the traffic fell off 6.9 per cent, and 
indicates that the diversion of the trat.

‘been made 8 cents and the surface 


lines 7 cents. 

Summarizing the financial situation 
of the roads, the report declares that 
the operating expenses have increased 
$4,800,000 since the two increases have 
been allowed, and that the higher fares 
have produced only $4,000,000 to non 
the operating costs. 

I have not had an opportunity to 
study the report,” said Special Assist- 
ant Corporation Counsel Chester E.

The increase from 5 to 6 cents gave 
the L“ roads $600,000 more revenue for 


the six months, which was equivalent / 


to an 11 per cent revenue increase. 
But during the e period expenses 
pere increased $2,300,000 per annum, 

chiefly by reason of wage awards by 
the national war labor board in August, 
1918. 

The wage increases ordered after the 
recent strike are estimated to cost 
$2,600,000. and the re ue increase in- 
cidental to the 8 cent fares, which went 
into effect Aug. 8, will be $2,800,000 a 
year, says the report, judging by the 
revenues of the first ten weeks under 
the new fares.

$ cent fares, on the company’s own 
statement, are netting $300,000 a year. 
more than the recent wage increases 
are costing.

If your kidneys 
are sound you are a better risk, but not 
a good one, particularly if your family 
has a bad history from the standpoint 
of apoplexy and heart disease. 

Being a woman, your outlook is better 
than it would be were you of the oppo- 
site sex. Many women with high blood 
pressure but free from Bright's disease 
live for a long time, fairly comfortable 
and fairly safe, except for a moderate 
amount of dizziness. I do not know why 
women with high blood pressure do bet- 
ter than men under similar circum- 
stances, unless it is that they drink less 
whisky, use less tobacco, and are less 
menaced by syphilis and lead poisoning. 
However, the outlook of a man with high 
blood pressure is not always bad. I 
knew a physician who lived twenty years 
and married three times after discover- 
ing that his blood pressure was about

week and not more than 8 hours daily 
and can make from $200 to $300«month- 
ly. The mine owner taking present tax 
ation into consideration is making less 
today than we were four years ago, the 
present high cost of coal is due to in- 
creased freight rates and highest wages 
in the world, still the miners at this 
critical time insist upon 60% increase in 
wages, five day week and six hours per 
day if such unreasonable demands Were 
granted, the cost of coal ta the consumer 
er would be increased over 100%.

’ ‘sprightly formed with an ear to the 
niceties of English prose rhythms and 
with a fine appreciation of the value 


of words, my enjoyment is definitely 


aesthetic; if the thought shuffles pain; 
fully along like an elderly gentleman 
afflicted with locomotor ataxia, I gain 
in self-esteem. If it teaches me some- 
thing, I am duly grateful; if it teaches 
me nothing, I take a proper pride in 
that.

Began Crime Career at . 
Myers is not his right name, but that 
is the name he took when he started 
in on his career of crime at the age 
of 17. His most notable exploit was 
the robbery of an old couple named 
Fairbanks by torture in putting lighted 
candles to their feet to. make them 
divulge the hiding place of their 
money. This robbery, which stirred 
Chicago and the entire unn Was 
committed in 1880. 

The Fairbankses lived near Wheaton. 
It became known to Myers and two 
pals that the aged couple had a large 
amount of money secreted in their 
home. The house was isolated. 
One night after Fairbanks and his 
wife had retired they were awakened 
by burglars in the house. One of the 
intruders had a bullseye lantern which 
he flashed on the aged pair in bed. 
Demands were made upon them for 
their money, but they insisted they 
kept no valuables in the house.. After 
a search that revealed nothing the 
robbers tied Fairbanks and his wife 
with ropes and then put the lighted 
candles to their feet. Unable to stand 
the terrible treatment, the couple told 
the robbers where their hoard was hid- 
den. It consisted of currency and 
negotiable bonds to the amount of 


Seven years before the Fairbanks 
robbery Myers and a pal robbed the 
residence of John R. Hoxie, at Twenty- 
sixth street and Michigan avenue, of 
$35,000 in currency and bonds and 
$5,000 in jewelry. For this job he was 
sent to the penitentiary. 

Another celebrated case in which be 
participated was the robbery of the 
South Chicago rolling mills of $75,000.
